AMERICAN TEA. 
MAY WE NOT CULTIVATE IT OURSELVES? 
Sperial Disaatchto The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dee. 293.—A pamphlet 
treating of the culture of the tea-plant in Amer- 
ica has been prepared at the Agricultural De- 
partment under the supervision of Gen. Leduc, 
the Commissioner, and will soon be published 
as a supplementary report of the Department. 
Quotif® from Treasury statistics, which show 
that the annual importations of tea into this 
country from China and Japan amount to about 
$20,000,000 in coin, the Commissioner expresses 
the belief that the payment to foreign countries 
of this large sum can be saved, and that the 
United States can at least compete with those 
countries for our local consumption, even if we 
cannot rival them in supplying the foreigu mar- 
kets. The pamphiet gives 
A DETAILED HisTORY 
of the dult vation of the tea-plant in the East, 
and then continues: The latitudes in which 
tea is successfully cultivated in China, — 
and Japan correspond with those of the 
of — Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
givia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Louisi- 
= Tennessee, Kentucky, Arkan 
M ri, and a portion of the Pacific Coast, 
the conditions of eo soil, ete., are 
also about the same. Successful experiments in 
tea-culture, already made in several of the 
States men amply justify the opinion 
that it can be an industry in this country 
of immediate advantage and profit. A little 
calculation will show 
THE PROFITS 
which may be derived from an area of land con- 
taining 2,000 tea-plants three years old. The 
third year the yield would be 187 pounds, the 
fourth year 312 pounds, the fifth year 500 pounds, 
and the sixth year 750 pounds per acre. When 
the leaves are abundant, one person can gather 
sixteen pounds per day, but the average result 
of aday’s work may not exceed ten to twelve 
pounds. The leaves arc gathered at three dif- 
ferent periods, ranging from March to Septem- 
ber, and, on an acre yielding 500 pounds, the 
first picking would be about 120 pounds, and 
could be gathered by four persons in two days. 
The same number could pick the other two 
crops in three days. 
MANY EXTRACTS 
from letters written by farmersjin the localities 
named above are given with the report, and, 
the Commissioner thinks, justify the opinion 
that the practicability of cultivating the tea- 
plant successfully in this country is no longer a 
matter of doubt. On the subject of preparing 
the tea-leaves for use the report says: “ As a 
business, and in competition with the cheap 
labor of the Cainese, it would be an experiment 
in this country, especially as regards the coarser 
article. As the finer teas rarely leave China, 
and 
THE FINEST NEVER, . 
there would be no competition in these 
grades if the manipulation of the leaves 
were careiuily and successfully at- 
tended to, while the possibility that mod- 
ern methods and appliances might be substitu- 
ted for the tedious handwork of the Chinese 
seems to promise sufficiently well to make the 
experiment a wise one. The conclusion I reach 
is that, whether or not the cultivation and cur- 
ing of fea cam ever become an industry 
among us, it is plain that there are thousands 
of families in our land who.may profitably cul- 
tivate the tea-garden, and can enjoy ite its 
as they do those of the orchard or the berry- 
patch, and bave 
THE AGREEABLE SENSATION 
of drinking a beverage never before known in 
this country, from a grade of tea worth in 
China and Japan from $5 to $14 per pound.“ 
The culture of the tea-plant is not a new idea 
in this country, or an original one with the 
Commissioner of Agriculture. Dr. Junius 
Smitu made very careful and extended experi- 
ments with it at Greenville, 8. C., about thirty 
years ago, and reports his success in the Patent-

periment is now being repeated in California by 
a colony of Japanese.

We 
mention this subject of road-work now because, 
in man of the country, there will be 
times during the winter when ditches may be 
dug and water drained. off, while there is noth-

SPOILED CORN. 

It is an undisputed fact that there is a great 
deal of spoiled corn in the country. it cannot 
be sold, and sometimes hogs cannot be pro- 
cured to consume it. Those who have 4 sur- 
plas of the spoiled articlé may gener- 
ally find dry cows that are quite 
thin in flesh, in the towns, which 
they can purchase at two and one-half. cents per 
potind, or even léss; and these will readil 
ten on soft corn.

They are illustrated by the recent attacks 
made on Secretary Suzgman by the National 
Republican because he appeared before the 
Congressional Committee on Appropriations 
to defeat an allowance for certain claims 
allowed by the Government officials. This 
proceeding is denounced as a direct effort to 
e injure the public credit.” Then we presume 
every other effort made to economize the 
Government expenses must be similarly con- 
strued as an attack on the public credit,” 
for there is more extravagance and corrup- 
tion in this business than m any other de- 
vice for getting rid of the public money. 
The claim business is, as a rule, disreputable. 
Where there is one claim of merit against 
the Government, there are hundreds that are 
fraudulent in whole or in part. Nearly 
every claim presented is exaggerated by 
three or four times its actual value. The 
attorney having it in charge counts upon re- 
ceiving one-half of what shall finally be al- 
lowed. Various revelations in the past indi- 
cate a further margin for official connivance. 
Fortunately, the mere allowance of the 
claims is not all that is required to secure 
payment, for which an appropriation must 
pass through Congress. When the Secretary 
of the Treasury appears before a Congres- 
sional Committee to defeat such an appro- 
priation, it is an evidence in itself that he is 
convinced it should not be paid, and, if he 
can likewise convince Congress of that fact, 
he is saving the public money from being 
plundered. This is a process which most 
people outside of Washington will regard as 
calculated to strengthen instead of injuring 
the public credit, and the opinion of Wash- 
ington newspapers will not change the fact. 


The announcement in yesterday’s Turn- 
vnn of the discovery of an open Polar Sea 
above Siberia will be received with some 
grains of allowance because it lacks the ordi- 
nary marks of authenticity.

COUNTRY BOADS AND WAGON-TIRES. 
There is just now a special embargo on 
the business of the country. It is mud. 
The country roads are said to be practically 
impassable. The farmers are able to reach 
the railroad stations on horseback, perhaps, 
to get their mail and weekly papers, but they 
éan haul nothing to the railroads and take 
no heavy supplies back home. The influence 
of this impediment is far-reaching. The 
railroad trains are running light. Millions of 
dollars’ worth of marketable produce is lying 
idle. Merchants are not selling to the extent 
they were led to expect. Collections will 
be slow for the sales already made. The loss 
is none the leas because it is indefinite, but 
it affects all kinds of commerce and trade, 
The situation is exceptionally bad this year 
on acovunt of the wet weather, and it is 
considered doubtful whether at any 
time during the winter the ground 
will be frozen to a sufficient depth 
to furnish” a solid foundation for 
the ordinary wagon In all 
States, however, where the ground is of the 
same character as Illinois, this condition of 
the roads may be counted on during several 
months of the year, modified by the meteoro- 
logical conditions, so that the problem of 
overcoming the difficulty is not for the pres- 
ent alone but a permanent one; hence the 
great importance of the subject, It has been 
thought by some persons who have given the 
matter attention that the roads of Illinois, 
and other States where the soilis of like 
character, should be constructed after the 
fashion of the Holland roads. Holland, hav- 
ing neither stone nor wood sufficient for road- 
building, and with a soft, marshy soil where 
dirt roads would be useless, has constructed 
roads with burnt clay, which corresponds 
closely to the clinkers of a brick-kiln. The 
roads themselves are constructed on the canal- 
banks and are excellently drained, and it has 
been found that, built of this material, they 
will last half a century. It is very doubtful, 
however, whether a complete system of. 
these roads. could be established in a State 
like Illinois, so sparsely settled as compared 
with Holland,.and where our extremes of cli- 
mate are so great. The expense of con- 
struction would be so large as to prevent its 
being undertaken. 

Some other means for combating the loss 
to business that arises from impassable coun- 
try roads must then be looked for, and we 
think a partial remedy may be found in regu- 
lating the width of wagon-tires. The ten- 


can and sustain the load which the 
agon is designed to carry. The purpose 


and city trucks has been reduced to about 
two inches. These wagon-wheels strike into 
the mud like a knife or an ax, and the travel 
alone cuts the road and deepens and in- 
creases the mud. The narrowness of the 
tire at the same time increases the strain 
upon the draft power, for a wagon-wheel 
that sinks six inches into the mud is pro- 
pelled at the cost of the same force as 
would be required to revolve it at that much 
incline. To pull a loaded wagon through mud 
is like pulling it up a steep hill; the deeper 
the mud the greater the resistance. As the 
rim of the wheel is narrowed, this resistance 
is increased in geometrical progression; that 
is to say, itis not merely twice as hard to 
pull a load through mud on a wheel with a 
two-inch tire as a four-inch one, but proba- 
bly four times as hard, The effect may be 
illustrated as follows: If it were possible to 
have a wagon-wheel as wide as the road-bed, 
such a wheel would not cut into the mud and 
injure the road still more, but would act as 
a roller, compress the water out at the sides, 
and improve and harden the surface. The 
nearer the wagen-wheels approach the char- 
acter of a roller, the less they will damage the 
roads and the more quickly will the mud be 
permitted to dry up. The wider the rim of 
the wheel can be made without the 
wheel so bulky and weighty as to defeat the 
purpose, the easier it will be to drag over 
clay roads and the less the tire will cut up 
the roads. This is not merely correct in 
theory, but has been abundantly tested in 
practice. In the fur regions of the North- 
west the half-breeds use wagons with wheels 
that are nearly a foot wide at the tira, and 
draw their fars over the miry roads with sin- 
gle horses.

A REMEDY FOR TRAMPING. 

The Maryland State Convention may 
claim the distinction of being the first de- 
liberate body to sit upon the tramp with the 
view of ascertaining the best disposition to 
be made of that social elephant. The mem- 
bers of the Convention are gentlemen of high 
social and educational standing, so that their 
views are entitled to extraordinary consid- 
eration, although very few of them really 
offered remedies that reach the root of the 
evil. The Hon. Monroomeny Bram had little 
hopes of curing the tramp nuisang by legis- 
lation, and favored giving them employment, 
—a remedy which is impracticable, of course. 
Judge Grumonrz, ef the Baltimore Supreme 
Bench, differed with Mr. Bram, and thought 
laws should be made to suppress the evil. 
James A. Pan, of Kent County, favored a 
law that would take up every tramp and put 
him to work, and if this could not be done to 
drive him out of the State. Prof. Onan- 
con, President of the Washington Mid- 
land University, summed up his remedies in 
the establishment of workhouses and the 
organization of a constabulary force for the 
whole State. Dr. Swoperass, of Washing- 
ton, thought that the abolition of the liquor 
traffic would suppress tramping. The Rev. 
J. B. Smonvurz, the Prison-Agent for 
Maryland, suggested the purchase of an 
island in Ohesapeake Bay, where all 
the tramps might be set to work. Prof. 
Hexry C. Apams, of the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, urged the withdrawal of all assist- 
ance from the constitutional tramp. The 
sentiment of the Convention ultimately was 
expressed in the shape of a bill to be pre- 
sented at the forthcoming session of the 
Legislature, providing that all persons trav- 
eling through the State and found sleeping 
in barns and outhouses shall be incarcerated 
and sentenced to terms of labor in the House 
of Correction. 

Of all the proposed remedies, that offered 
by Prof. Apams is the most practical. The 
Courts and the constabulary may do a great 
deal in punishing the overt acts of tramps, 
but we doubt whether they can arrest the 
evil. Legislation under certain circumstances 
may reach certain cases, provided there are 
no Mom to prevent it; but it will not 
eradicate the system, for tramping is no 
longer a practice adopted of necessity, but a 
regular, organized plan to secure living 
without work. Individual effort can do 
more than legislation. If we ever expect 
to break up the system, we must cease

We may try every remedy sug- 
gested by the Maryland Convention, but they 
will be tried in vain, so long as the public 
opens its kitchens and its pocketbooks to 
them, and gives them food, clothes, and 
shelter. Under such circumstances the evil 
will continue in spite of all laws that can be 
framed to arrestit. It is an evil moreover 
that will grow by feeding upon itself and in 
direct ratio to the amount of encouragement 
it receives. If people double the amount of 
their gifts to improvidence, then the num- 
ber of tramps will increase two-fold. Should 
they throw open their larders and expend 
money freely upon them, the country would 
soon swarm with millions of them. It is 
within bounds to say that ten millions of 
these lazy nuisances would flock over here 
from Europe if they received encourage- 
ment that they could live without working. 
If, on the other hand, they know that they 
must work for a living, they will stay at 
home. This individual effort is all the more 
imperative, and is absolutely forced upon 
society, because, under decisions like that 
made recently by Judge McAuimrer, the 
tramp knows very well that he cannot be 
convicted even if he is arrested for vagrancy. 
The remedy then reste with individuals, and 
the way to apply it is to order every able- 
bodied mendicant who comes to the door 
begging for assistance, or, as is often the 
case, demanding help, to go about his busi- 
ness. When these loafers find that they 
cannot get food, clothes, and shelter, they 
will not only be willing but will be com- 
pelled to work. Help the deserving poor, — 
and it isalways easy to discover when they are 
deserving,— but refuse every robust beggar 
and tramp, and the evil will soon 
die out. 
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WHY SILVER WAS DEMONETIZED. 

Part of the question whether silver should 
be monetized is the history of how it came 
to be demonetized. Part of that history was 
the fact that the coinage of the silver dollar, 
which had been the unit of money value in 
this country from 1792, had been prohibited, 
and the dollar demonetized, for more than 
two years before the country generally heard 
of the proceeding. The inforniation—the 
knowledge that such an important step had 
been taken—was confined to the few officials 
who had taken part in the proceeding. The 
demonetization of silver was the result of 
two legislative acts, one in February, 1873, 
and the other in 1874. The President who

place. of the argument based on 
the secresy of the act of 1873, it says : 

Its absurdity becomes more apparent if we apply 
it to Congressional legislation in general. To how 
much of it does anybody pay attention except the 
lawyers and editors? When it is in the least 
degree concerned with scientific matters, who of 
any calling pays attention to it except specialists? 
But is all legislation which is only known {to spe- 
cialiste, or which possesses no popular interest, 
therefore fraudulent or passed with evil design? 
Have silver men no sense of humor ! 

It further refers to the fact that silver was 
then at a premium in gold, and nobody would 
have objected to its demonetization if they 
had known of it. It quotes Dr. Lan 
to show that, in consequence of gold being 
so much cheaper in 1873 than silver, the 
latter was not in use as coin, being worth 
more as bullion ; and, commenting on this, 
the Nation says: | 

This then gives one, and the principal, reason 
why but little attention was paid to the act of 
1878. It was not talked of outside scientific cir- 
cles, or the cirele of those specially interested in 
coinage, forthe simple reason that it made no 
change in anything that people used or were 
dependent on. It recognized exiéting facts; 
embodied usage in law; but that was all. 

The only deduction that can be drawn 
from the fact that silver was worth 103 in 
gold when it was demonetized is that it was 
no violation of national faith or honor to de- 
monetize that coin which was the more val- 
uable, and adopt the cheaper metal. If 
there be any force in this argument, then the 


Government might now demonetize gold. 


and restore silver, on the pretext of abolish- 
ing the dearer and adopting the cheaper 
metal. The confession, however, is made 
that the law was not talked of outside 
scientific circles, or those specially inter- 
ested in coinage.” That is exactly what has 
been stated. The Comptroller of the Our- 
rency and the Director of the Mint inveigled 
the then Secretary of the Treasury with the 
idea that he might become eminent if he 
could abolish silver and have an exclusive 
gold coinage. So the thing was worked up 
by them. They were experts, and the whole 
country was subjected to the great loss 
and injury—a loss almost incalculable—in 
order that these scientific gentlemen might 
try an experiment! Unless the silver dollar 
be remonetized the cost of that experiment 
to the American people may not fall short of 
a thousand millions of dollars, besides post- 
poning specie payments indefinitely, and 
subjecting the Government to a disastrous 
financial failure. 


Silver was demonetized in England in 
1816 ; but the act was not passed in the dark, 
nor was the knowledge of it confined toa 
few “‘ scientific men”; it was not kept secret 
from the public, but was long and thor- 
oughly discussed. It was not enacted by a 
mere omission, but was done openly and 
deliberately, and every man in England 
knew it. How did that transaction stand 
morally? The British debt was then at its 
highest sum. It was overwhelming. 
Specie payments were suspended. The 


gold ; 
all private debts were payable in silver 
or gold; good faith” demanded that 
there should be no tampering with the 
standards of values. Silver was the legal 
tender,—the money of the people. But 
silver at that time was, as gold is now, the 
dearer metal. If the relative values of gold 
and silver in 1816 were the same at this 
time the American dollar of 412} grains 
would now be worth about 116 cents in gold. 
Gold was then worth about 84 cents in 
silver; but the British Government demon- 
etized silver, abolished the dearer metal as 
legal-tender, and made the gold—84-cent 
dollars—the exclusive standard in payment 
of all debts, public and private. That was 
the way Great Britain dealt with her 
creditors, and no one ever questioned the 
right of that Government to select the 
cheaper money with which to pay 
debts. Great Britain then debased her 
silver coinage, and at this time 20 British 
shillings (silver) are not worth much over 
$4.20 in gold, while 20 British shillings 
(gold) are worth $4.86 gold in American 
money. That degraded,“ ‘* dishonest,” 
and ‘‘ swindling” money is a legal-tender in 
England to the amount of $10, and there is 
$100,000,000 of itin circulation. 

We commend these facts to those who insist 
that we shall first add 10 to 20 per cent to the 
value of gold coin by making it the only legal- 
tender; and that we shall then pay all our 
debts, public and private, in this gold coin 
with its exaggerated value, in order to pre- 
serve the national honor ahd good faith with 
our British creditors, who bought our bonds 
at 60 vents, payable in gold orsilver, but who 


‘now want gold exclusively. ” 
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THE RAGE FOR POTTERY. 
The present mania for bric-a- ware 


illustrates the disposition of polite sobiety 
to overdo things. Originally an interest in 
pottery was a token of an msthetic taste, or 
a desire for one; now it is too often only an 
affectation. The snobs, the dilett mti, and 
their imitators, have all gone into” pot- 
tery. They can tell you to a year the limits 


‘| of the Etruscan period or describe the charac- 


teristics of majolica ware without missing a 
mark put down in the books. They know 
all about Faience, Sevres, Dresden, and Delft. 
They have collections more or less preten- 
tious, and a knowledge gf them more or less 
complete. Some of the enthusiasts are com- 
pelled by circumstances to be so chiefly at 
the expense of richer friends ; but those who 
have the least money to spend in this manner 
have commonly the greatest wealth of imag- 
ination. A cracked saucer, 300 years old, 
conjures up for them shapes more beautiful 
than poets or painters have dreamed of. 
Old china is more interesting to them mere- 
ly because the painting wants perspective 
than the work of a true artist, whose educa- 


formation that it shuts out from their sym- 
pathies the wisest and best of their fellow- 
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books, only to sell.” They 
belong to literature, as guide-books and war- 
pamphlets do, mainly by virtue of the good 
company they keep in the booksellers’ 
shops. 


The objection to the pottery mania is, that 
it has passed into an extravagance,—not 
merely an extravagance of purse, but of 
thought and feeling. It has been made an 


excuse and provocation for superficial knowl-. 
edge of many pretty things in place of a tol- 


erable acquaintance with useful subjects. 


The few persons who take « sincere in- 
terest in pottery—and there are some 
such—need to exert themselves if they wish 


to save it from false friends. If the study 


of pottery is once made ridiculous, as it 


promises soon to be, nothing can save it 
from disrepute and contempt. It will be- 
come again a lost art much more speedily 
than it became a new, or recovered, one. 
Fashion and wealth, which were the last 
social powers to take it up, will be the first 
to drop it, and there is no pursuit which so 
much needs the favor and support of wealth 
and fashion. Judicjpus collectors ought in 
every way to discourage vulgar display, and 
to make ignorance keep its own company in 
matters of thiskind. Nothing could be more 
unfortunate than chat it should be said of 
the bric-a-brac hunters, as was once said of 
the uneducated travelers, that, in devoting 
their thoughts to these subjects, they 

carrying ruins to ruins. 


It is the fashion for Americans who do not get 
on in: London to write back very bitter letters 
to American newspapers, abusing England and 
the English in every phrase of their vocabulary. 
While this sort of thing may be a relief to the 
overburdened mind of the correspondent, it is 
hardly fair to the readers who care for unbiased 
reports and retiable information. An instance 
of the one-sided style of writing may de men- 
tioned to illustrate the point. A correspondent 
of the Cincinnati Znquirer sends from Londons 
word of advice to American actors who may be 
contemplating a European trip. He proceeds 


to enumerate the ills which they will have to 


endure, not the least among which, he says, will 
be the rudeness and insults of members of the 
profession. He adds that one of the best Amer- 
ican comedians (sic), when in London not many 
years ago playing as Solon Shingle, was most 
grossly insulted and abused by his confreres, 
simply because be was an American. A more 
extraordinary statement could hardly be made. 
Mr. Owzns went to London with a great flour- 
ish, and falled—that was all there was to it. 
When an American actor goes to London he is 
subjected to the same tests as are aspirants of 
any other uationality. If he fails it is because 
he is not up to the mark, not on account of his 
being an American. In fact, the greatest suc- 
cesses on the London stage have been achieved 
by Americans—vide JosxrA JEFFERSON, Jonny 8. 
CLARKE, CHA R. Taorng, Jr., Miss Bar- 
Man, and hosts of others. As far as social 
treatment is concerned, it should be known by 
this timé that Americans, whether actors or en- 
gaged in other professions, if they only act like 


| gentlemen, are treated with exceptional 


courtesy. The truth is that the English people 
are by nature and education less demonstrative 
in their manners than are our free-and-casy 
Americans, and the latter mistake for unkind- 
ness what is only a customary social reserve. 
Instead of accommodating himself to the cus- 
toms of the nation, aud by gradual acquaint- 
ance learning that Englishmen are jolly good 
fellows, the American in London forthwith 
rebels, and sends off his hastily-formed impres- 
sions, as has the Hague correspondent, to 


satter broadcast a view of England that is ut- 


terly false and unfounded.

Between the years 1792 and 1884 the weight 
of the gold dollar was one-fifteenth as much as 
the silver dollar. During most of this time the 
bullion value of the gold dollar was the greatest, 
for purposes of exportation. The American 
legal-tender of both were of course exactly 
alike. In 1834 the Democrats, under the lead 
of Tom Bunton, reduced the weight of the gold 
dollar about 644 per cent, making the propor- 
tions one of gold to sixteen of silver by weight. 
The effect of this. making the bullion value ot the 
silver dollar greater than that of the gold doilar, 
was to cause more silver to be exported than gold. 
All the silver coins previous to 1853 were a full 
legal-tender, because the parts of a dollar con- 
tained full weight. The total silver coinage 
previous to 1853 was $85,419,109, of which 
$8,045,838 were in dollar pieces, and $77,878,271 
in halves. quarters, etc., but chiefly halves, be- 
cause they were esteemed more convenient than 
whole dollars. The scarcity-of-siiver-dollar”’ 
argument is pure humbug and bosh. The mints 
can coin 50,000,000 a year of silver dollars when- 
ever the order is given, without increasing the 
present capacity; and every bondholder well 
knew that the Government had reserved the 
option in the law to pay in silver whenever it 
was the interest of the Government to do so.

“Tam in favor of the remonetization of sil- 
ver. I voted for the so-called Bland bill. I do 


not approve of'all the features of that bill. As 
it was forced upon the House under a suspension 


of the rules, cutting off debateand amendment, 
I telt it my duty to vote for it, althongh it did 


vot harmonize entirely with my views, I think it 


the duty of the Government to furnish the peo- 
ple with the money of account. Hence J think 
the Government should procure the bullion, 
and coin it on its own account, so that the peo- 
ble, and not the owners of the builion, should 
reap the profit, if any, arising from coinage. 
That feature of the Bland bill which requires 
the Government to coin silver bullion free of 
charge for its owners confers an undue advan- 
tage on the producers ot bullion to tbe injury of 
the people.“ 

Do you think the Government ought to pay 
the bonds in silver!“ 

“Asal proposition, I have no doubt of 
the right of the Government to pay its bonds in 
either gold or silver coin. These are, by 
the law of the contract,made pavable iu coin. At 
the time the law authorizing the issuing of the 


bonds was passed our coin consisted of ld 
and silver, one cone ya full legal-tender. The 
option as to which specics of coin these bonds 


should be paid in belongs to the Government. 
So far from the remouitization of silver being a 
repudiation of our legal obligation to the bond- 
holders, I believe a failure to remonetize it 
would be a grievous form of repudiation against 
the taxpayers.

do not believe sitver has depreciated in 
value, but has appreciated by the demone- 
tization of former metal. Silver to-day in 
this country. dollar for dollar, will buy more 
lands, houses, clothing, food, and other neces- 
aw of life than it would in 1870, when the 

unding act was passed. We are adebtor coun- 
try. Our debts, public and private cannot be 
much less than twenty thousand millions of 
dollars. As the value of labor and all species 
of property is measured by the volume of the 
money of the world, it must inevitably follow 
that any considerable diminution of this volume 
will depreciate all — and proportionally 
add to the burden of our debts. To withdraw 
silver coin from circulation in the mercantile 
world would dimish the volume of moucy now 
in circulation about two-fifths.

REPRESEN TATIVE CANNON.

COSTS OF CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. 
Spectal Correspondence of The 


Tribune. 

Dis Moms, Ia., Dec. 22.—The Secretary. of 
State has completed the criminal statistics of 
this State for the two years ending Nov. 1, 
1877. The rapid and large increase of the ex- 
penses “of criminal prosecutions is becoming 
‘purdéhsbme to the people, and will invoke the 
attention of the Legislature to seek in some 
manner aremedy. In 1868 a law was passed by 
which, an all criminal cases prosecuted in the 
name of the State, where the prosecution failed, 
or where the defendant, being convieted, was 
insolvent. the fees of all witnesses and jurors 
should be paid by the county. Thie law took 
effect July 4, 1869. The following is a state- 
ment of the cost of criminal prosecutions for

The increase of costs in 1877 over 1876 was 
$87,110.18. In 1869 all fines impos ed. were col- 
lected except $2,264.02. In 1876 the collections 
fell short $52,780.29. The inference is, that 
there was a increase of “insolvent de- 
fendants,” whose costs were charged up to the 
county. . 

The taxpayers of the State are crying out 
loudly against these burdens which are forced 
upon them, and demand relief in some way. 
The cost of Grand Juries is not given in the re- 
port, as the question of its abolition, which is 
now being so thoroughly discussed throughout 
the State, had not arisen when the blanks were 
sent out.

GUSTAVE BRION. 
(Translated from the French of Rene Menard, for The 
' Qwibune, by Emma Stanley.) 

This distinguished artist, who recently died 
in Paris, was born in the Department of the 
Vosges, in 1824. He belonged by birth to Lor- 
raine; by his artistic education, to Alsace. In 
1831, his family having removed to Strasbourg, 
he entered the atelier of the painter Gabriel 
Gueringat the same time receiving instruction 
in the first elements of sculpture from the artist 
Friedrich. Obliged to provide for himself early 
in life, he soon commenced giving lessons in 
drawing and portraiture, end also designed 
Illustrations for books,—at the same time par- 
suing his studies under his masters with great 
ardor. His first picture exhibited at the Salon 
was in 1847, and claimed much admiration. In 
1858 he obtained a second medal with his 
“Schiitters de la Forest Noire,“ -a picture 
which was purchased by the Museum of Stras- 
bourg, and destroyed in 1870 by the Germans. 

The “Train de Bois sur le Rhin“ and the 
“Enterrement dans les Vosges,” exhibited in 
1855, placed Brion in the highest rank of artists. 
Standing on the raft which floated like an im- 
mense serpent on the green waters of the 
Rhine, the mariners who conducted the “train 


de bois’? were soundiug the depth of the river 


with long poles, or struggling with the cur- 


rent by means of oars. These rafts of trees

Notwitgstanding his taste for Alsatian man- 
ners and customs. Brion made many excursions . 


to other provinces, particulariy to Britanay, to 


which we owe “Le Breton Causant avec la 
Bretonpe.“ and the Porte d' Eglise Pendant ja 
Messe, —a charming picture, full of life. This 
represents peasants kneeling before a little 
country-church which cannot contain them ali, 
and who are performing the rites without which 
are being celebrated within the chapel. 

In visiting the lower countries, Brion made an 
excursion inte Spain, from which he brought the 
“‘Queté au Loup,’’—an amusing rustic scene. 
Two mendicants are represented leaning against 
a wall, gazing at the skin of a wolf which they 
have mounted on four stakes, in the posture of 
aliveanimal. They have rid the country of 
one of those enemies of the shepherd, and are 
waiting for public generosity to bestow the 
recompense which is their due. 

Briog visited Venice, Naples, Rome, and 
Florence: and in Venice his attention was ar- 
rested by a strange yet picturesque scene, which 
he foreibly presented to the view on canvas. 
This wasaburial. It appears that in Venice 
Scarlet iustead of black is the badge of mourn- 
ing; and the artist shows us a gondola, draped 
in red, gliding silently on a canal bordered by 
majestic palaces. The coffin is red, and those 
who accompany it are dressed in red. 

Brion exercised his genius in every style of 
painting. A born enemy of the confused theo- 
ries of esthetics, he painted without, troubling 
himself about the vexations these caused to 
those founders of classifications who are often 
at a loss to know in what category they ought 
torank. The s gle between the real and 
ideal never troubled him in any manner; put, 
nevertheless, a picturesque conception per- 
vades all his works, even when they treat of 
religious subjects. Thus, in his “Saint Pierre 
Marehant sur les Eaux, it is not Christ in His 
omnipotence which has inspired the artist; the 
evangelical subject has only been for him a pre- 
pees te paint the mighty grandeur of the sea.

An anexpected circumstance suddenly threw 
the artist in the midst of Roman — 
The Emperor Napoleon III. was writing t 
Life‘of Cesar, aud, being desirous of obtaining 
a correct idea of the means of defense and at- 
tack of the ancient Romans, Brion was charged 
with the military episodes of an ancient siege. 
After profound study he completed a remark- 
abie pictu “Le Siege d’une Ville par les 
Romains Jules * „ which created a 
great sensation at the Exposition of 1868. 

Brion’s incursions into the domain of history 

roved most successful; but he always returned 

u preference to Alsatian subjects. t us then 
foliiow him, for he is going to unroll all the life 
of the Alsatian peasants; and now we will 
assist at the ‘‘ Mariage Protestant,’’ where we 
see the pastor uniting the happy couple in 
presence of the family and witnesses. The 
painter then leads us to the Repas de Noces,“ 
and thence to Le Jour des Rois,“ a grand tete 
in Alsace. “Here we behold an Alsatian farmer, 
with his wife and children, celebrating the feast 
of the Epiphany. Three children, dressed in 
royal robes, represent the Magi, and enter with 
their tributes to the infant Jesus; which, with 
other appropriate ceremonials, add a charm to 
this Alsatian scene, with its local characteristics. 

„La Lecture de la Bible obteined a medal 
of honor at the Salon of 1868, and is 6 
composition of rustic naivete. Next in routine 
comes the “Burial on the Rhine.“ Motionless 
on the shores the relatives and friends gaze on 
the ue which is to bear away the corpse. The 
boat departs with the accom panied by 
weeping friends; and thus ends Brion’s repre- 
sentation of Alsatian scenes. 

Nothing pleases in the pictures of Brion more 
than ‘his honesty. While looking on his in- 
teriors, with the simple and substantial furni- 
ture he loved to paint, we feel that those who 
people his canvases lead calm and peaceful lives, 
and know no existence among the tumults of 
the world.

-LAMP-LIGHTING.

Geo Fox, and is on rial at the 
station of the Gas-Light and Coke Company at 
Fulham, where we recently inspected its -prac- 
tical working. The arrangements by which a

generated at a station or central point, operates 
simultaneously upon every lamp through the 
instrumentality of an apparatus attached to 
each lamp. The apparatus constitutes the 
special feature of Mr. Fox’s invention. It is 
difficult without drawings to describe precisely 
this ingenious piece of mechanism, hut broadly 
it may be stated to consist mainly of a soft iron 
core, around which is a coil of ingulated wire,

The result is that an in- 
dependent electric discharge is induced at the 
burnér of every lamp at the same moment, and 
the gag is ignited by means of a pair of metallic 
points, which are .connected with the secondar 
coil, and which deliver the spark.
